LOWELL BUSINESS MEN TIRED OF 
UNION ‘TACTICS. 


Committees of Merchants Go te 
Meet Incoming Traing and Show 

Men Seeking Employment That. 
Conditions Are Not Bad as Repre- 

sented by the Trouble-Makers. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


(Ariz.) June 24.—The strike 
situation has gotten to the point that 
about all the union men to be seen are 
a half-dozen picket, who have head- 
quarters at Lowell, and whose chief 
duty is to board trains at Osborn, a 
few miles out of town, end to hunt 
for men coming to take employment 
in the mines. These men are told 
dreadful stories concerning local con- 
ditions, are told that a fierce strike 
is being waged, with every prospect 
of success, and that they had better 
turn back lest {ll befall them. Some 
weak-kneed workmen have been hyp- 
notized into throwing up their chances 
for Ma day for elght hours’ work, al- 


great. 
But the considerable disturbance 
that has been kicked up by these pick- 
ets has been most distasteful to the 
business men of Lowell, whose in- 
comes have descended and wise prop- | 
erty has depreciated in value through 
the strike and disorder. 80 these 
businesemen, without combination 
with the mining companies, have 
formed themselves into an association 
which the union miners are pleased to 
term a vigilance committee. A couple 
of the committee each day board the 
Bisbee trains at Osborne, in order that 
the truth concerning th camps be 


told, and that the falsiiies of the 
pickets shall be refuted. 
Naturally, this course has led to 


something as near rioting as the Um- 
ned number of union men left here 
would permit. Several of the com- 
mitteemen were arrested on complaint 
of the pickets, but promptly were dis- 
charge! when brought before a magis- 
trate. In return there has been the 
arrest of five pitkets, named Arndt, 
Sinclair, Wright, Cooper and Man- 
ning. They are being held under 
bonds, awaiting trial. 

It is believed that not 100 union men 
remain in Bisbee and its suburbs, 
where 3500 miners are peacefully at 
work. More men are arriving daily, 
from Colorado, Missouri and Michi-

He leaves 
a widow and one daughter, Mrs. Louis 
W. Meyers of this city. His only son, 
Claude, died here a year ago. 

The funeral, to which his friends 
are invited, will be held at the Orr 
& Edwards chapel, tomorrow after- 
noon, at 3 o'clock. The interment wih 
be private.

INDUSTRY'S DEATH ROLL. 


An Army of Warkers Killed Every 
Year—More Than Are Killed in 
War. 


An army of workers is killed and 
maimed every year in various indus- 
tries In the United States. How ap- 
pallingly numerous are these accidents 
is shown by figures gathered by the 
American Institute of Civil Service, 
which is to open an exhibition of 

safety devices and industria! hygiene 
in New York this month. For instance, 
it has been shown, according to «a 
writer in the Scientific American, that 
there are 80,000 more persons acci- 
dentally killed in the United States in 
four years than fell in battle and died 
of wounds on both sides during the | 
four years of the American Civil War. 
In other words, in the same length of 
time 33 per cent. more persons are | 
killed in industrial occupations than 
two great armies could destroy in an 
exceptionally bloody war. “We are, 
says the writer, “killing more than 
twice as many every year as perished 
by violence in both the ch and 
English armies during the rimean 
War. 

“It has been demonstrated that there 
are nearly 3500 fatal accidents in New 
York City every year,” he continues.

The charge had 
been peculiarly offensive because it re- 
ferred to cattle. Traditions linger long 
in the Castaic hills. 

The suit was brought by Martin Ur- 
tasan and José Mayonaceiaya, each de- 
manding $20,000 damages for three 
days’ imprisonment. They allege that 
they were arrested without probable 
@ause: that they have suffered much 
through the incarceration, and that 
their good names have suffered irrep- 
arable injury through being connect- 
ed with a cattle transaction of alleged 
‘irregularity. 

STORY OF CATTLE. 

José Mayonacelayp was the first wit- 
Mess. He told of finding the ninety- 
five head of cattle on section 36, land 
which he claims to own, and of closing 

gate to keep them in a fenced tract. 
Tuts had been done on August 12, 1906.

STRANGE PRECIOUS STONES. 


Opals Found in Bamboo Stalks ane 
Pearls in Philippine 
Cocoanuts. 


Among the many strange things to 
be found in the new possessions of 
the United States, the Philippine I- 
ands, are the so-called “plant stones” 
encountered now and again, in certain 
vegetable growths. The bamboo, for 
instance, according to Kultur and Na- 
tur, contains a stone very similar to 
the opal, but on account of the rarity 
with which it is found, much more 
costiy than the opal. In many thous- 
and cane stalks cut down and care- 
fully examined, there may perhaps be 
one in which this beautiful gréeenish- 
pink, scintillating stone has been 
formed from the minute particles of 
silicious deposit that imparts its in- 
tense hardness to the outer covering 
of the cane. The bamboo cane stone is 
known as Tabashirs. In the imterior 


of some cocoanuts, a stone-like secre- 
tion is found that is not inferior in 
brilliancy to the most ‘beautiful pearl.
